There is a really fantastic lot 
of small minority religious groups 
. . . Chaldean Christians, Nesto- 
rians, Syrian and Armenian Cath- 
olics, Gregorians, Monophysites 
and others. 


One of the more interesting is 
one of the most ancient. These 
are the Sabians, or Mandaeans. 
They literally date back to John 
the Baptist. All Christians are 
familiar with the fact that it was 
John the Baptist who baptized 
Christ and that he, John, had for 
some time been preaching to 
great crowds. There are some 
6,000 of this faith in Iraq. Their 
name, Sabians, means ‘“‘bap- 
tists.” They insist on total im- 
mersion and practice it, at least 
once each day. This rite of bap- 
tism must be conducted by a 
priest. 


The Nestorians, almost oblit- 
erated by Tamerlane, the great 
butcher and conqueror, still have 
a place in Iraq. These people are 
Assyrian Christians and formerly 
lived in some numbers in Persia 
and Turkey. The British moved 
them to Iraq after 1914. In the 
1930s they were attacked by 
Moslems and - thousands were 
massacred. 


In the mountains of the northern 
area of Iraq are the Kurds. Until 
recently the Russians sought : to 
have the Kurds revolt and form

Trade Bill 


Is Passed > 
By Senate

Senate Tuesday night passed a 
bill extending the reciprocal trade 
program three years, after re- 
shaping it more to the liking of 
President Eisenhower. 

The vote was 72-16. 

The extension voted is not as 
long as Eisenhower asked — he 
wanted five years—and there are 
other provisions objected to by the 
administration. 

But the President won a smash- 
ing victory in a 63-27 vote to knock 
out an amendment that would 
have curbed his powers over tar- 
iffs and trade. 


COULD BE ALTERED 


Senate supporters of the Presi- 
dent on the legislation said the re- 
maining provisions he dislikes 
could be altered considerably in 
conference with the House. 

The House on June 11 passed a 
bill that met practically all the 
administration’s specifications. 

The lopsidedness of the vote re- 
jecting the amendment to curb the 
President’s tariff-making powers 
may have been caused in part by 
the Middle East crisis. 


REPUBLICANS AGAINST 


Such Democrats as Lyndon B. 
Johnson of Texas, the Senate’s 
majority leader, and Harry F. 
Byrd of Virginia, its finance com- 
mittee chairman, joined in hand- 
this victory to the Eisenhower 
administration.

Gov. Griffin defended the anti- 
integration work of the Georgia 
Commission on Education Tues- 
day and declined to call an im- 
mediate meeting to air charges 
that it is engaged in partisan 
politics. 

The governor, in a statement 
issued through his office, said he 
would call: a meeting of the 22- 
member commission upon his re- 
turn from South Dakota “if I 
deem it necessary.” 

Several commission members 
have called for a meeting to look 
into charges that the group’s 
secretary, T. V. Williams Jr., 
has used the agency’s facilities 
to promote the gubernatorial 
candidacy of Rep. William T. 
Bodenhamer. 

Lt. Gov. Ernest Vandiver, vice 
chairman of the commission and 
Bodenhamer’s opponent in the gu- 
bernatorial race, joined in the 
criticism of Williams, son of Rev- 
enue Commissioner T. V. Wil- 
liams Sr. 

Vandiver said the posting of his 
picture between those of two Ne- 
groes by Williams “‘is the height 
of absurdity and is indicative 
of the low level to which the 
paid staff of the Georgia Educa- 
tion Commission has degene- 
rated.” 

But Vandiver, like Griffin, 
praised the past efforts of the 
commission in preserving segre- 
gation. He promised to continue 
its work along this line if he 
is elected governor.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI)—A 
U.S. Marine was shot to death 
Tuesday by one of his own sen- 
tries when he failed to answer 
a challenge as he re-entered his 
own lines. 

The victim was identified as 
Pfc. Scott B. Sanborn, 18, son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Charles T. 
Sanborn, Fairfield, Conn. 

He was the second American 
to die during the week that U.S. 
forces have been in Lebanon. 
The first was a Navy jet pilot 
whose plane crashed.

EARLY EFFORTS 


Over 142 million dollars was 
spent on the early efforts at Stone 
Mountain. The Georgia Legisla- 
ture now has provided another 
million and a half dollars to buy 
the mountain. 

Griffin said more than one mil- 
lion visitors are seeing the Rush- 
more carving this year. 

“The carving, we learned here, 
was inspired by our original plans 
for Stone Mountain,”’ Griffin said. 

Griffin said the Stone Mountain 
Memorial Assn., meeting here, 
has not yet completed plans be- 
yond a definite agreement to buy 
the mountain at once. 

“It is possible that when final 
decisions are agreed upon we may 
decide on an even more impres- 
sive design than was proposed by 
Gutzon Borglum.”’

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y.—The 
Security Council broke off its de- 
bate on the Middle Eastern crisis 
Tuesday afternoon to await the 
outcome of East-West negotiations 
on a summit conference. 

News that the 
and Britain had decided to pro- 
pose a meeting of the Council 
at the heads-of-government level 
overshadowed a Soviet veto of a 
Japanese resolution to strengthen 
the U.N. observations group in 
Lebanon. 


Arkady A. Sobolev cast the 85th 
Soviet veto after the council had 
rejected Soviet amendments call- 
ing for immediate withdrawal of 
U.S. forces from Lebanon. The 
vote was eight against one (the 
Soviet Union) in favor, and two 
abstentions (Japan and Sweden). 


JAPAN, SWEDEN JOIN 


Britain, ‘Canada, Nationalist 
China, Colombia, Iraq, France, 
Panama and the United States 
voted against the Soviet amend- 
ments. Japan and Sweden then 
joined the other members of the 
Council in voting for the Japanese 
resolution. 

Actually, the Japanese resolu- 
tion had been watered down so 
much that its defeat, which fol- 
lowed the rejection last Friday 
of three other resolutions arising 
from U.S. intervention in Leb- 
anon, made little practical dif- 
ference. 

Secretary General Dag Ham- 
marksjold told the Council after- 
wards that, despite its failure to 
adopt a resolution, he was going 
ahead with his plans to strengthen 
the observation group. 


NO DATE SET 


The Council adjourned without 
fixing a date for its next meet- 
ing. Sobolev insisted that the 
Council should meet Wednesday, 
but the adjournment proposal 
was approved 10 to one.

GOOD TIMES 

“We are living in good times,” 
Khrushchev said after a few 
brief complimentary remarks di- 
rected at his Polish host. ‘‘We 
are very happy.” 

The Soviet leader said that what 
pleased him and his fellow 
‘‘Marxist revolutionaries’ were 
signs that the Arabs were 
“breaking their chains” and 
establishing their independence. 

He said the Arabs should ‘“‘build 
their own life as they see fit.”’ 
He added that for that purpose it 
would be necessary that ‘foreign 
boots” no longer be planted on 
their own soil. 

On several occasions, the Soviet 
leader and his two colleagues, 
Anastas I. Mikoyan and Mikhail 
A. Suslov, restated the Soviet 
Union’s desire for peace. ‘We 
don’t want war,” he said at one 
point. Later he said war was a 
“last desperate resort’”’ and com- 
pared it to a possibly fatal oper- 
ation a dying man might be will- 
ing to undergo. 


NO ULTIMATUM 


Regarding the Middle East, 
Khrushchev made no stern de- 
mands and issued no ultimatums. 

‘I would like Britain and the 
United States to show wisdom and 
understanding of the times by 
withdrawing their troops from 
Lebanon and Jordan,” he said. 

The Soviet premier did manage 
to sprinkle a few harsh remarks 
into his otherwise — restrained 
speech.

Maemillan 


Offers Hope 
Of Accord

LONDON—Prime Minister Mac- 
millan proposed Wednesday night 
that Premier Khrushchev of the 
Soviet Union attend a special 
heads-of-government meeting of 
the U.N. Security Council to dis- 
cuss the crisis in the Mideast. 

As an inducement, Macmillan 
offered the Soviet leader the pros- 
pect that “fruitful agreements’’ 
rather than bloc votes against 
Russia would emerge from the 
extraordinary session of the Se- 
curity Council which he proposes. 


The British government is con- 
vinced that restricted sessions of 
the Security Council and an oppor- 
tunity for informal but forceful 
discussion among the leaders will 
provide a better basis for negotia- 
tion than an isolated summit con- 
ference, in which emphasis would 
be chiefly upon propaganda. 


“WE MAY MEET SOON” 


“You had hoped that we might 
meet in Geneva today,”’ Macmil- 
lan’s letter to Khrushchev con- 
cluded. “‘I hope that we may meet 
soon in New York in accordance 
with the plan I have suggested.” 

Foreign Secretary Selwyn Lloyd, 
the first government speaker in 
Commons debate on foreign af- 
fairs, emphasized that Britain's 
immediate objectives in a sum- 
mit meeting within the Security 
Council must be settlement of the 
future of Lebanon and Jordan. 

The future of Lebanon, he de- 
clared, must be ‘“‘safeguarded by 
some international status under 
the Unrted Nations.” Jordan, the 
foreign secretary said, must be 
guaranteed freedom from Syrian 
invasion and at the same time 
conditions must be created in the 
country to enable the government 
to withstand both direct and indi- 
rect aggression. 


TWO NOTES 


The first of two Macmillan notes 
was an interim reply to last Sat- 
urday’s note from the Soviet 
Union. Khrushchev, in that note, 
proposed a conference of heads of 
government of the United States, 
the Soviet Union, Britain, France 
and India which would also be 
attended by U.N. Secretary Gen- 
eral Dag Hammarsklod. 

Britain’s interim reply, sent 
Tuesday morning, said merely the 
prime minister hoped to find 
suitable means of trying to re- 
solve the grave problems which 
confront us.” 

The second letter began with a 
firm affirmation of the peaceful 
intentions of the Western Powers 
and a blunt rejection of Khrush- 
chev’s forebodings about the im- 
minence of war.

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West Can’t Attord 
A Mideast Munich 


The United States reluctantly has 
agreed to go along with Britain in en- 
dorsing holding a U.N. Security Counc! 
summit meeting on the Middle East crisis. 

This is not the plan proposed by Rus- 
sia. The Khrushchev suggestion of last 
Saturday called for a five-power sum- 
mit meeting which would include India 
and U.N. Secretary-General Dag Ham- 
marskjold. 

The Anglo-U.S. agreement is for a 
top-level U.N. meeting. It would include 
the Security Council—now familiar faces 
to millions by virtue of television. 

What the United States does not want 
and cannot afford is another Munich. Re- 
membering the lesson of appeasement of 
the late Adolph Hitler by Neville Cham- 
berlain. we may be assured the British 
want no repetition. And following the 
Suez fiasco, this country knows, too, the 
impossibility of appeasing dictators. 

We think the President right in his 
decision. 

We must explore all possible solu- 
tions short of war. But they must be so- 
lutions, not appeasement or surrender to 
Russian bluff. . 

There is acute need to talk with Iraq. 
That nation has protested charges it be- 
longs in the Nasser orbit and proclaims 
friendship for the Western countries. 
That may be. 

But the suspicion persists that Iraq is 
in the Nasser orbit. That this should be 
true is odd because it has been a first- 
rate nation compared with Egypt. It has 
a greater economic potential and could 
be a Middle East Switzerland or Scandi- 
navia. There is every reason why it 
should refuse to belong to Egypt and fol- 
low Nasser’s lead. 

But all we know is that the odds seem 
to indicate Iraq has been trapped into 
falling into Nasser’s trap of Arab nation- 
alism with himself as a sort of 1958 
Caliph. 

As Sen. Richard B. Russell has sug- 
gested, our diplomats and military people 
should make all possible haste to talk 
with the Iraqis. Iraq, not Lebanon or Jor- 
dan, is the key to the Middle East. If this 
nation is willing to try to fill a role of 
leadership, it should have encouragement. 

We are not in Lebanon to halt Arab 
nationalism. We are there to try to halt 
Nasser’s Fascist drive to make himself 
totalitarian leader of all Arabia and to 
halt the Russian effort to take over the 
Middle East and Africa.

The organization more than proved 
its effectiveness during its successful 
battle against polio.

The GOP Has Learned 


Another Sad Lesson 


After six years of a Republican ad- 
ministration which rode into power in a 
“sreat crusade” against corruption, ex- 
cessive government spending and infla- 
tion, the fact the government went into 
the red by almost three billion dollars 
in the last fiscal year is somewhat of a 
shock. The budget still is not balanced. 

The Sherman Adams episode, reaching 
as it does into the White House itself, the 
‘recession and the growth of domestic 
spending while cutting the military have 
made something of a shambles of many 
GOP promises. These things prove that 
the country’s problems will remain about 
the same whoever is in power. 

The administration has learned many 
lessons. It has learned that economy in 
government ig not something which can 
be achieved through wishful thinking 
and that inflation cannot be stopped by 
the mere process of putting the brakes 
on economic activity. 

But the hardest and most difficult 
thing for the GOP to learn has been that 


the onrush of aggressive communism can- 
not be stopped by words, by appease- 
ment, by reducing our military power 
and by alienating our allies. Our budget 
still is labeled “Made in Moscow.” 


The U.S. budget is expected to go 
deeper into the red this year even if we 
have no war. Military expenditures are 
bound to increase to meet the Communist 
challenge. Our commitments in the cold 
war will not be less. Domestic require- 
ments are not likely to be tr#mmed a 
great deal. 


The lesson the American people have 
learned along with the GOP is that reali- 
ties of today’s world permit little leeway. 
To survive requires sacrifice on a much 
greater scale than we have yet been 
willing to admit.

Renewal Gets a Boost 
But Problems Remain 


The overwhelming vote by the Atlanta 
Board of Aldermen against a proposal 
which would have delayed government- 
insured 221 housing under urban renewal 
plans is gratifying. They have demon- 
strated their desire to go ahead in attack- 
ing a problem which easily is the most 
important and urgent issue facing this 
community. 

It remains to be seen whether this 
willingness can be transmitted into fur- 
ther concrete action as the program de- 
velops. 

Admittedly there will be headaches. 
Admittedly there will be continued Oppo- 
sition from people who feel their imme- 
diate interests are endangered. No pro- 
gram of this nature can be undertaken 
without displeasing somebody. But it is 
so vitally important to the city’s future 
that it must be faced up to and the prob- 
lems overcome with a cooperative atti- 
tude for the greater good of all. 


While plans are being drafted for the 
long-range program, however, there is 
still considerable feet-dragging in getting 
some active phases under way. As Con- 
stitution reporter Gene Britton pointed 
out, the housing code adopted seven 
months ago largely has been ignored. 
The requirement that property-owners 
register as such still is not enforced. There 
aren't enough inspectors apparently to en- 
force minimum standards. 


The housing code is one of the most 
important weapons against growth of 
new slums and to insure that property 
owners meet minimum standards. The 
city’s building department has the major 
responsibility in this field and must be 
enabled to carry it out. In fact, the board 
should insist that the cade be enforced. 

Meanwhile, urban renewal cannot be- 
come a fact unless there is a willingness, 
such as demonstrated Monday by the 
board, to meet the trying problems head- 
on with positive action. And paramount 
to that end is an enlightened citizenry 
with enthusiastic leadership from the city 
government itself.

Whatever effectiveness the commis- 
sion may have had has been destroved 
by allowing T. V. Williams Jr. to use it 
as a tool to promote his own peculiar 
political preferences and to engage in 
such whims as having the state buv a 
maze of equipment for gumshoeing pur- 
poses. 

The education commission is making 
no contribution to the field of education. 
Its members have allowed matters to get 
out of their control. As a result they have 
been betrayed and caused embarrass- 
ment as was reflected yesterday in a 
statement by Lt. Gov. Vandiver, vice 
chairman of the commission. 

The state would be much better off if 
the commission were junked. Here, in- 
deed, is an appropriate place to effect one 
of the badly needed economies.

Legislators Must Regain 
Control of State Budget 


The almost unlimited control of the budget of the state vested in 
the hands of the governor has left the Legislature a mere figurehead 
that is forced to bow to the will of the chief executive. The past 
several months investigations have been and are being mace and 
facts are coming out that reveal this system does not werk fer the 
welfare of the people of the state as a whole nor for certain counties. 


Politics and patronage have 
been the principal operations of 
the present administration, the 
findings of the investigations 
show. 

In addition to the Legislature 
having lost its power over the 
budget, many legislators have 
taken jobs with the government 
at rather fancy salaries, patron- 
age from the administration. This 
means support the measures of 
the governor or lose the job. 

A neat surplus could be left in 
the treasury on .*7n. 1, 1959, but 
if the governor sees fit he can 
spend it all in any way he chooses 
and many say that he will do 
just that. With the surplus gone 
the alternative will be curtail- 
ment of services or more taxes. 

Anyway, it looks like the tax- 
payer and the people stand ‘to 
lose under the present setup. 

This is the most important im- 
mediate issue that will face the 
January Legislature. The present 
system can and must be changed 
and it must be done at the level 
of the Legislature: The only way 
to do it is to get every candi- 
date for the House and Senate to 
commit himself to support a law 
that will restore the Legislature 
to control of the budget and a 
further law prohibiting any mem- 
ber of the ture holding a 
state job while serving in the 


dependent thinking and action for 
the welfare of the state and their 
constituencies in the counties of 
the state, insuring a more equita- 
ble distribution of the tax money 
to the counties for roads and oth- 
er needed services. 

The indifference of the people 
must be changed into more in- 
teres‘ in their affairs and in the 
type of representation they want 
in the Legislature.

WASHINGTON—One of the ugliest buildings 
in Washington, in an area locally known as 
Foggy Bottom, is the home of chronic crisis 


and the object of constant criticism. The State Department is a good 
deal like the elderly ladies in the patent medicine advertisements in 
that it is prey to endless backaches and headaches. 


Indeed, this center of American 
foreign policy might be described 
as the most lined and weary of 
all the six official faces of Wash- 
ington. 

The State Department is al- 
Ways running a panting race with 
the shadow of unpopularity. And 
it is nearly always losing. 

If the Senate is not up in arms 
against the department, the 
House of Representatives will be. 
And on the rare occasions when 
these faithful critics may be qui- 
escent, one section or another of 
public or press will be in full cry 
against the denizens of Foggy 
Bottom. 

These characters, in conse- 
quence, have long since developed 
the most wary sensitivity. All but 
the strongest tend to look for sin- 
ister undertones in the most inno- 
cent of inquiries. 

This prolix and unduly careful 
attitude is often exhibited before 
Congress. Though it is entirely 
understandable — these ‘‘State”’ 
fellows have been gun shy for 
generations — it is also regret- 
table. For it only strengthens the 
public image of the State Depart- 
ment that hostile politicians have 
so long fostered — fuddy-duddy, 
strined pants, tea-drinking. 

This is an inexact and unfair 
image and one harmful to the in- 
terests of the United States. For

Facts on Lebanon 


WASHINGTON—When President Fisenhower 
sent the U.S. Marines into Lebanon to protect 
its government from viclence he candidly told 
the nation that he was taking this action 
quences.”’

Williams Replies to Suit, 


Denies Tax ‘Extortion’

State Revenue Commissioner T. V. Williams denied 
Tuesday a former Augusta wholesale liquor dealer's 
charge that Williams “extorted’”’ $22,898,75 in extra liq- 


uor taxes from him in 1955. 


Williams made the denial in a 
general demurrer and answer 
filed in Fulton Civil Court by the 
ex-dealer, Charles A. Schaffer of 
Augusta, who formerly operated 
Augusta Distributing Co. 

The revenue commissioner also 
contended in his answer that the 
$2.25 per gailon was contained in 
uor warehouse taxes—on which 
Schaffer’s suit is based—was put 
into effect by him to effectuate 
a recommendation of the State 
Programs Study Committee. 

Williams stated that the recom- 
mendation that warehouse liquor 
taxes be increased from $1 to 

Denying the extortion charge, 
a committee report dated May 
25, 1955. 

Schaffer contended in a suit 
filed against Williams’ bonding 
company, U.S. Fidelity & Guar- 
anty Co., that the extra tax was 
unconstitutional and that he paid 
it out of fear of losing his license 
or being prosecuted by Williams. 

Denying the extortion claim, 
Williams said the executive order 
requiring the extra tax was en- 
tirely within his authority and 
that the order was legal. 

The revenue commissioner also

For the fourth summer, the 
North Side Branch of the YMCA 
is operating a Fun Club. Sev- 
enty-five boys and girls, aged 
5 to 14, are getting a country- 
in-the-city chance to work and 
play together. 

The Fun Club is located in 
the forest-surrounded athletic 


area and rustic recreational | 


building of E. Rivers Grade 
School. A few yards away, 
Peachtree Creek ripples by, and 
from 10 a.m. to 3:15 p.m., five 
days a week, Atlanta youngsters 
can get a taste of camping in 
the woods. 


FOUR SESSIONS 

Operated from June 16 to Aug. 
8 in four two-week sessions, the 
camp is designed for young 
people who want to develop a 
multitude of outdoor and indoor 
skills. Take a look at the 
classes they’ can take: Archery, 
handicrafts, baseball, tennis, 
sacket, softball, tumbling, bowl- 
ing, informal dramatics, bad- 
minton, adventure tours, baton- 
twirling and air riflery. And 
the group takes swimming les- 
sons every day. 

Just as important as the vari- 
ety of classes is the fact that 
boys and girls are learning to- 
gether. The Fun Club is the 
only mixed camp that the North 
Side “Y’ operates, and there 
are few other camping groups 
in the city for both boys and 
girls. 

Director Bill Gober, youth 
program secretary for the North 
Side “‘Y,” thinks putting boys 
and girls together in a camping 
situation is a fine idea: ‘“‘It 
teaches them a lot,” he ex- 
plained, “‘especially the young- 
sters who are approaching their 
teens. It gives them a better 
understanding of the opposite 
sex in competitive and co 
operative situations.” 


COMPETITIVE GROUPS 


In the competitive classes, he 
added, like air riflery and 
archery, the boys and girls gain 
respect for their prowess.

The readers write: Q. Which 
is better for a child who is to 
be hospitalized, a private room 
or a. ward? 

A. Children are usually hap- 
pier around other children. For 
a child whose hospital stay may 
range anywhere from overnighi 
to a month, a ward usually is 
preferable. Then he has some- 
one to talk to and play with. All 
a private room achieves is 
privacy—and loneliness. 

A little girl I know was hurt 
sledding last winter and, the 
hospital being taxed to capacity, 
was bedded down in a corridor. 
Here for 48 hours she had the 
time of her life, making a total, 
she later estimated, of 24 “‘new 
friends.”’ Finally she was moved 
to a semi-private room, shared 
with an elderly woman too sick 
to talk, and her loneliness be- 
came acute. 

Psychologically, it cannot be 
over - emphasized, sharing a 
room or a ward with adults is 
never desirable for a child. 

Q. My little boy, who is 2, 
drives me crazy shouting ‘‘Me 
do it!’ Sometimes I give in 
and let him button his shirt or 
tie his shoes, but the delay is 
maddening.

ATHENS—Some 70 southern utilities executives 
got a sneak preview here Tuesday of Westinghouse Elec- 
tric Corp.’s new $25,000,000-plus Athens transformer 
plant—a sprawling colossus that next year will become 
applied research headquarters for similar plants in two 


other states. 

Described as the world’s most 
modern manufactory of pole-type 
distribution transformers, the 622,- 
000-square-foot facility already 
employs 250 persons and by the 
end of 1958 will employ 400 and 
be pouring $2,000,000 annually 
into the Georgia economy. 


FIRST PRODUCT 
Highlighting Tuesday’s preview 
was the presentation of the plant’s 
first transformer to top officials 
of the Southern Co. and Georgia 
Power Co. 
Accepting 


the transformer, 


completed March 31 from compo- | 


nent production begun Jan. 28, 
were C. B. McManus, board chair- 
man of the Southern Co.; J. J. 
McDonough, president of the 
Georgia Power, and J. R. Car- 
michael, purchases-stores man- 
ager of the latter firm. Westing- 
house regional vice ‘president Otis 
O. Rae made the presentation. 


10,000 MONTHLY 


Westinghouse officials, includ- 
ing vice presidents A. C. Monteith 
and C. H. Bartlett of the firm’s 
apparatus products Pittsburgh 
headquarters, said the plant is 
equipped to turn out 10,000 trans- 
formers monthly for utility firm 
and industrial customers in the 
United States and abroad. 

Within the next few years, ac- 
cording to plant manager Gordon 
C. Hurlbert, it is “hoped’’ that 
the facility will be pouring $4 to $5 
million annually into the local 
economy in the way of wages and 
supply purchases.

Cautious Experts 
Advise Selectivity 


By LESLIE GOULD 

NEW YORK—Here are more views of the Wall 

Street experts on what lies ahead for the stock mar- 
ket this year. 

This is the third in a series on a poll by this department of 
the men who make a business of following market trends. 

Again there is a division of opinion as to what lies ahead Lod 
the balance of this year. The more cautious ex , 
pect business in the fall to give the tipoff as to 
the market’s course. All emphasize the need for 
selectivity in purchases. 

Here is today’s installment on the experts’ 
views: 

WALTER K. GUTMAN, Shields & Co.: Assas- 
sination of the Premier of Iraq shows again 
that investors must operate in a world of pas- 
sionate instability. The reasonable world which 
the Federal Reserve Board dreams of does not 
exist. 
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Leslie Gould 

Investors must attempt to preserve themselves by owning 
things which have a maximum of vitality, and stocks are more 
vital than money. The basic trend of stocks remains up and prices 
will go unreasonably high in line with the unreasonable world. 

New highs by a wide margin are in the market’s horoscope 
and new highs by a somewhat smaller margin are likely before 
Jan. 1. Pleasure stocks of various types will be the stars. 

Some will give pleasure to education, such as high voltage en- 
gineering; or pleasure to the Defense Department, such as Boeing, 
North American and American Bosch. Recovery stock such as 
metals, rails and oils will do well, too, as our total economy re- 
activates to the passionate world. 


WILLIAM R. WHITE, Hornblower & Weeks: The stock mar- 
ket has outdistanced business in the recovery from last winter’s 
decline. All recognized measurements of equity values suggest 
that many seasoned issues have reached a stage of overvalua- 
tion. 


Despite a growing conviction that the worst of the industrial 
setback has been witnessed, it would seem logical to look for a 
consolidation of gains already realized. 

Increasing tension in international affairs, illustrated by the 
bold military coup in Iraq and by deterioration in the U.S.-Soviet 
relations, poses a threat to financial markets. 

The high degree of selectivity that has prevailed for some 
months promises to become even more evident in the second half 
of the year. Defensive stocks in the consumer goods groups and 
services—such as retail stores, foods, beverages, ulitities, and 
amusements—should gain favor, while heavy industries repre- 
sented by machinery, electrical equipment, steels and metals ap- 
pear vulnerable. Oils, farm machinery and office equipment is- 
sues should resist downward pressures. 


8. B. LURIE, Josephthal & Co.: 1958 has been the year of the 
‘hig double-cross” to the classicists. It may even double-cross the 
market’s new-found “fair weather’ friends—for the mass con- 
version is a little too unanimous for comfort. It’s as easy to be- 
come too complacent now as it was to be overly fearful last 
spring. 


Certain areas of vulnerability have been created which could 
lead to a good technical reaction at any time—given a new 
catalyst. This, however, would only be natural, normal and healthy. 

The candidates for the second half “hit parade” are many 
and diverse. They include Baltimore & Ohio (rails), Flint-Kote 
(building), Philco (electronics), Thatcher (glass), Tidewater (oil), 
Wilson (meat packing). 


JOHN H. LEWIS, John H. Lewis & Co.: I think the high for 
this year in the Dow-Jones industrial stock average probably has 
been seen. I believe a broad trend of stock prices will be down 
over the latter half of this year. 


I do not subscribe to the rather prevalent view that the low in 
general business has been witnessed, so the decline in corporate 
earnings generally has presumably not stopped. 

Stock groups favored are atrlines and golds. So-called growth 
stocks, selling 30 to 40 times earnings, seem the most vulnerable. 


BERTRAND J. FOLEY, Dean Witter & Co.: Looking ahead to 
the last half of 1958, it is our feeling that investment policy for 
the balance of this year should be geared to conservative propor- 
tions. 

Among those groups which we currently favor, particularly for 
longer term investment, are the airlines, aluminum, building stock, 
chemicals, drugs, electronic suppliers, domestic oils and selected 
metals which are in position to benefit from the growth potential 
in high temperature metallurgy. These would include such indi- 
vidual issues as United Airlines, Kaiser Aluminum, National Gyp- 
sum, Union Carbide, Merck, Bendix Aviation, Thompson Products, 
Phillips Petroleum, Ohio Oil and International Nickel.

This is based on, laboratory 
research and the high incidence 
of coronary deaths in countries 
where the amount of fat in the 
diet is high. 

The type of fat rather than the 
quantity is what counts most. 
Animal fats: are implicated but 
their bad effects can be nullified 
with vegetable fats. As a result, 
many physicians are recommend- 
ing liquid vegetable oils such as 
cottonseed, soybean, and corn 
oils for patients with arterioscle- 
rosis or high levels of fatty sub- 
stances (such as cholesterol) in 
the blood. But this advice is 
subject to change because the 
evidence is circumstantial. 

Physicians are exploring other 
possible origins of hardening of 
the arteries, such as a defect in 
the clotting mechanism, The 
blood clots faster, for example, 
during periods of stress. Lack of 
physical activity is another factor. 

Heredity enters the picture 
because some families have 
more arteriosclerosis than 
others. 

The glandular make-up of the 
person cannot be _ overlooked. 
Women, before the menopause, 
have less arteriosclerosis than 
men of a comparable age. Fe- 
male sex hormones reverse the 
arteriosclerotic process in male 
laboratory animals. 

The other constituents of food 
must not be overlooked. Dis- 
turbances of protein and carbo- 
hydrate metabolism may be the 
villains and by the time the 
American Heart Assn. meets this 
fall, the fat theory may be passe.

second round and declarer discon- 
tinued the suit. He cashed the ace 
of clubs and then led over to the 
king, which was ruffed by East. 

Declarer was obliged to lose 
another club trick and the con- 
tract went on the rocks. He had 
neglected to employ the tech- 
nique of getting the opposition to 
play first before using his impor- 
tant card. He should not have per- 
mitted the king of clubs to be 
trumped. 

This could have been accom- 
plish in a very simple manner. 
East is the one open to the suspi- 
cion of being short in clubs. The 
first club should be won with the 
king, not the ace. Then a low club 
is led from dummy. 

What is East to do? If he ruffs, 
declarer gives up a little club and 
his work is over. If East discards 
as he should, declarer will win 
with the queen and enter dummy 
to lead another club again forcing 
the enemy to play before he used 
an important club. 

Let us assume that East ducks 
again. The ace of clubs wins and 
the 10 of clubs is ruffed with dum- 
my’s 5 of trumps. East can over- 
ruff but that is the only trick the 
defense can take.

Spring Wet, Warm 
And the Bugs Swarm 


If you've got a dog or a cat, you've probably had trouble 
this year with fleas in the house. 

Bill Blasingame says the idea of running a ‘“‘catch dog’ 
through the house to get rid of the summertime fleas is a pretty 
good one. The catch dog idea is an old-fashioned one: First you 
get the fleas off your dog in any manner you can, then let him 
in the house for a while. The fleas had much rather bite a chunk 
off the dog than off you. 

Bill should know, he’s the state entomologist. He also said 
that another idea propounded by a rural friend should work on 
the fleas. This idea: scatter 3-5-40 dust (3 per cent benzinehexa- 
cloride, 5 per cent DDT, and #@ per cent sulphur) through the 
house, spread it around with a broom, then vacuum it up. Wear a 
gas mask if you’ve got one handy. If not, wear a cloth around 
your face and wear goggles. Some folks say having the fleas is 
more comfortable, but a little of the dust goes a long, long way. 
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Good Year for Bugs 

This year has been a good one for bugs and a bad one for | 
bug sufferers like you and me, according to the insect expert.

every year. We estimate insects do $100,000,000 worth of damage 
a year, and that’s not counting the amount of money spent on 
insecticides at all,’’ Bill said. 

“The cold -winter did kill off a lot of the screw worm flies, 
since they normally winter down in southern Florida anyway, and 
they had freezing weather all the way to Miami. The Department 
of Agriculture is fighting the screw worm and the fire ant, trying 
to keep them from becoming the expensive pest the boll weevil 
is,”’ Bill said. 7 

“A warm, wet spring—like the one we had—is the insects’ 
friend,” Bill said. “‘And the fact that every time we build a 
house or plant a crop we concentrate a food supply for some 
sort of insect. We estimate that
